thete were 69 apparent cures, while 328 
were reported improved. Many of the cases 
came to the attention of the institute in 
too advanced a stage to be remedied. 

The comparatively new curative known 
as radium is especially useful In dealing 
with superticial cancers of the skin and 
with eases that are not easily operable 
Conveniently handled, it gets at growths 
which cannot be reached by means of the 
X-rays. Because the patient can take 
radium in the mouth, cancer of the mouth 
or palate, for instance, can be 
dealt with by radium.
